aklliful In tbo art 'Iho lir.t requisite 
la a sharp and aultablo aised knife; all 
unnecessary exertions fre in bad tastei 
a4 they indicate the tougbneaa ot the 
roast or want of ability in the one carv- 
ing. l>e<tority In the mannir of nalag 
the knife, and not strength Is what 1* 
reiiniaiU' to carve well. 

Th.' M at -iliuuM MillU H nliy high 
for the carvor to manage the Juintrt, and 
tile diata (beuU be of good also, plaeed 
suillciently aear the foot of tbo table. 
Fur a ham, ar very tbiok Joint, a long 
sbarp-potnted knife should be lued, 
while for poultry or game a abort knife 
Is bettei. Tor curving Dab caro should 
be Uken not to break the flakoa. In 
carving a turkey, the wing Beareat 
Btaould be out off, flnt, tbea tbe lef and 
second joint, then tbo breast sliced, tbe 
Jniire i)i'in<; inKcrl^'d between the boues 
t»> iipai.ilf them. The Hide-bone can 
U> taken out without separating the 
wlioie lione. 

A sirloin of lieof abould tio placed on a 
diab with tbe tendi rldtn miderneath. 
Then slices HhuiilJ Im taken t mm the 
8id(» next tbe carver, then lui ned over 
and tbe tenderloin cirt. 

A shoulder of i|Aitton should tie 
carved across tbe middio of the bone 
tinit, and tlioa from ue thickest part. 

For a quarter ot lamb the sboitMer 
aliould l>e separated fruiu the ribs, then 
divided nicely. 

To carve u luin uf veui begin at tbe 
same end and cut the rib* apart. A 
fillet of veal Hhotild }te fimt be cut from 
tile top In cnrvlnjr H ht'east of veal the 
brisket and bn.'ast shun M l.u sejmrated 
and then cut in neat piei-es. 

For carving a fbg of venison it aliould 
first he cut down to tbe Cuue, that the 
juluca may run fi«elr, then turned, 
tbe broad end toward tha' oarvor, and 
cut In large, thin alloae. 

A saddle of venison moat be out from 
tbe tail toward tbo upper part on each 
aide, in thin even alio**.

Wm m earth 
ivould liave extH'cted that thia artesian 
Wull, whli li is the iM'Hl in tite world, oi' 
at all events yields the largest ailTDUnt 
of wat(*r, was aunk on the top of a bum' 
muck? Yet so It la. The alto waa 
oiioHon l>y the hydraulic engineer, J. II. 
Henderson, for reaaons known only to 
himself, but which havo htn^xi amply In- 

Slilie.i. 

i ru^siu}; llie swninpy Hat leading to 
thia hummook, attention ladrairnton 
wide channel ent tbravfh tbe dritt 
sand, and It is explained that tbe out- 

llow of water had done this ere tbe ap- 
paratus for controilnir it had iinen ob- 
tained. Tho boro itself looked a barm- 
loa* onongb kind ot thing. It might 
have lieen taken for a rather high atand- 
pit>e placed in an Idiotic pusitlun in the 
i)utt<Mn uf a hule .,i\(v or seveiily yards 
lon<r, tlilrty hi-uad and ten fiM.t deep. 
Itut a moment's oliservatlon ahoared 
that tlie barniless-luoklog atandplpo 
bad made the bolo. A* a matter of 
fact, tbe water when It wa* tapped 
rushed up in auob volume thatit washed 
away the sand around ttie l>ore in a few 
minutes, and cleahed out the founda- 
tions of tho derrick and threatened to 
wreck the whole oontrivanoe. It they 
bad not got a plug In it pretty soon. It 
would have waahed CharlevlUe Into the 
AVarrogo. On top of the pipe there has 
been flxod a right-angle bend, so that 
tbe water can be turned In any direc- 
tion. 

When tho visitor* arrived.at the bore 
it wa* scan that the water waa trlekllag 

in a tiny stream from thi* bend Into the 
thirsty sand lu'low, but inn few minutes 
the scene was chanjfi'd. Mr. \V, Medley 
ot tho Quoeosland Uoring Company, 
wblob aunk the woll, opened tho valve, 
and with every turn ot the wheel the 
thin stream thickened and deflected 
froiq (ttf former per[iendicuiar course. 
Oraduslly the volume of water Increased 
and began to roar through the pipe 
almost like steam blowing from a safety 
valve. Every moment tbe alght became 
more Interesting, and when the valve 
was fully opened it was a spectacle to 
wonder at. Uusbing from tlje twro and 
by its own force ejectinjf itself for a dis- 
tance of thirty feet in a horlaontal direo- 
ttoa eame a colnnm of water white aa 
milk In appoaraace. In a second or two 
it churni'd up the sand lioforu it into 

coifee-colored u.ud. 

This was tbe first singular thing no- 
tU:ed, for the failing white torrent driv- 
ing before it. as it aeemed, tbe browi) 
mud. produced a whlmalcal effect like 
tho pouring of milk and cofllee Into the 
same cup. liut this did not last long. 
In a very few moments a little pond was 
formed, which filled up until the level 
of the (urrounding ground wa* leaobed, 
and tbon there was *eea at Ir*t a riv 
ulut, and then a atream mshlagdown 
tlin hillside. When It Is said tliat this 
wt'll lliled a 400-gnUun tank in thirteen 
seconds it can bo readily underntt>ud 
that all this did not take long. The 
valve was next uloaod and the rigbt- 
ant(io head removed. On the second 
opening of the valVe thorn was witDessed 
a sp<'ctacle at ontM) beautiful and majea- 
tic. and which was worth the long journey 
from ilrishaiic to see. Tho water rot* 
in a snowy column like a atalaf mito of 
wool to a height of thirty feet, and do- 
seeaded la a hissing torrent so heavy 

and close as to quite oiiseuru tlir. {dpt. 
Itself. It was a uiarvel ui beauty, and 

a picture that will never lie ellaced 
from tbe memories of those who wit- 
nessed It. 

Subsequently a nbule one inch In 
diameter, was attached to the pipe, and 
when tbe water was turned on Itaa- 
eended In as even jet to a height of 
aatarly one hundred feet, returning to 
earth in a heavy shower, or dissipating 
In mist clouds through which the rata- 
liows played with an effect that was as 
tieantifiil as It was wonderful. Itseemed 
that tbe visitors would never tiro uf 
looking at it. Tbey simply stood and 
gased, hardly saying a woM, for In tbe 
prosenoo of this marvelous phenomenon 
speech seemed poor and common. place, 
and tbe mind simply gave itself up t.

I arrived at tbe Castle of lloch-Ostor- 
wltz. which It was my special object to 
visiL Tills one could hardly call a 
pieiie ot embodied history. It was some- 
thing better— it was a piece of eut- 
liOiiied rumanco. It luolfed exactly as 
if it had walked out of a stiii-y-tiook. 

t stood in a country of green, pine- 
covi'ruii iiiuiintalns, lii.twi.en which wan- 
dered Hat paslui-ii and plow-lands. It 
was on a mountain Itaelt, or rather oa 
an Isolated rock which was oorered With 
pine wtxidB, except where Its sides were 
precipItiUlH. 

'i'iie untratiee iiiis halfway dt.ivn, by a 
gate in a low gray tower; and this ad- 
mitted one In an asoondinf rood, which 
wound tound tho rock, till at laat It 
ri'ached the suniinlt. All tbe way It was 
lianked witli liat lletiients, and it passed 
In its ascent through fift«eB more towers, 
ami across three drawbridge*. Tha 
castle propor was built upon ai\ Irregu- 
lar court, and was surrounded at various 
levels by courts of a smaller site, brack- 
eted against the ro<^k. One of tliese 
Contained a iniiilaturi> {.'arden; ono a 
chapel with a aplr<i. In the principal 
court there was anolhur chapel, which 
waa smaller, with worm-eaten wooden 
seats tbat would acoommodate, perhaps, 
sixteen people. 

One of the two seats nearost the altar, 
I fcund, when I entered, wae occupied 
by a kneollug figure. lyaras the Ute* 
slse efllgy of a knight. In full armor, 
exti'iidlng towaisl the cruciflx bis handa 
lasped ill player. 

The castle was not a ruin; It waa 
proof against wind and weather; but Its 

Sreprletors bad notllved in It tore bun- 
red and fifty years. Its sole Inhabit- 
ante now were a custadlan and bis only 
son. 

The family iHirtralts, however, were 
still kept lier<>— most of them ijtiaint and 
curious; but, regarded as works of art, 
they were Interoatlng only from their 
childish and barbarous crudeness. They 
woreVrranged in a suite of long, wblte- 
wssbed rooms — the principal rooms In 
thecastle. 
In one of Ibeie lira* t '.Mit baronial 
dlnlng-Uble; snd two iWMIlis without 
any exaggeration, were half blooktsi up 
With heaps uf onilijiiu armor. In tho 
court out||A(iwcru two huge copper wa- 
ter-tanks, patched with the mendings of 
at least Ibreo centurtea.— W. H- Mai- 
loi-li. in Seribiipi-'s Ma^razine.
